REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art made of 
record fails to explicitly disclose or reasonably suggest a liquid crystal display with the structure 
as claimed, specifically placing drive circuits within pixel segments and conductor line spurs 
between a portion outside the display area to one within. Therefore, independent claims 1 and 13 
are allowed. Remaining claims are allowable by virtue of dependency.
